Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 : 

I. Claims 8-11, 13-30, 35-52, 54-69, 117-118, 122-123, and 131-134, drawn to 
methods of forming terminations along a fastener or creating bags or cutting 
material into segments, classified in class 219, subclass 121.6. 

II. Claims 119-121, drawn to a fastener or grouping of bags with the fastener, 
classified in class 383, subclass 63. 

The inventions are distinct, each from the other because of the following reasons: 

Inventions I and II are related as process of making and product made. The inventions 
are distinct if either or both of the following can be shown: (1) that the process as claimed can be 
used to make other and materially different product or (2) that the product as claimed can be 
made by another and materially different process (MPEP § 806.05(f)). In the instant case the 
product as claimed can be made by another and materially different process such as providing a 
fastener including first and second interlocking members and a web of material providing two 
pivoted jaw clamps at spaced locations, gripping the web and fastener by each clamp to hold the 
web and fastener in a fixed position, and operating a single laser to cut and seal portions of the 
fastener between the clamps while the first and second interlocking members remain 
disconnected between ends so as to be open thereby defining both an alternative method of 
generating end terminations along a fastener, and an alternative method of creating a plurality of 
reclosable bags when the web is configured to form bags. 

Because these inventions are distinct for the reasons given above and have acquired a 
separate status in the art as shown by their different classification, restriction for examination 
purposes as indicated is proper. 
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Because these inventions are distinct for the reasons given above and the search required 
for Group I is not required for Group II, restriction for examination purposes as indicated is 
proper. 

If applicant elects the method of making the following election requirement between 
species of making is further required. 

This application contains claims directed to the following patentably distinct species of 
the claimed invention:
